We do not know a country on the face 
of- tho habitable globe favored wilh n Parlia- 
xnont whioli meets nt irregular intervals nil 
the ^e'ar rdiind— a Parliament in which such 
exquisite nonsense is talked, the brightest 
images heightened by the most vulg.ir Lon- 
don slang— as by way of example " dull'ois," 
employed by our Attorney Ceneral — a I'lir- 
liainont which bears any rusomblancc Nvliai- 
ever to that of Vancouver IshuiJ. I'erhaps 
the Molbouriio Parliament is more doniuii- 
filrativo than our own, pt'rhaps the honoraLilo 
members are more careless of all external 
propriety, but in spite of this the Melbourne 
Parliament does something— oiir own does' 
next)lQ nothing. " Oh ! that minis; enemy, 
would' wri\e a book" is a very common sigh 
with the reviewer in a dull literary, season, 
when there is no point which he caii? assail 
wilh his battery of wit and sarcasm. For- 
tunately: we have enemies enough in our 
House of Kcpresentativos, and have no need 
to sigh " Oh I that mine niiemy would make 
R speech!"

Then came 
the hour of trial when jCljina said " Quielus 
non movere" ^Ye.are tho , race, and we arc 
the mighty people who by onr industry and' 
wisdom have climbed to the height of civiliza- 
tion and power, to attempt to achieve higher 
iliglita would be madness and fully ; to attempt 
to retrace our steps would be to coqactle with 
ruin and despair — hi us remain unchanged and 
unchangeable. From that moment— the mo- 
ment when the drag was hung' upon progres- 
sion China retogradcd — she lost the knowledge 
of her ancient arts, lier brightest colors with 
the mysteries of the cunning potter, and her 
literature dwindled down into that lying gov- 
ernment organ the Pekin 6'(;cf//i', v,-hich utter- 
ly demolished the other day on paper that vic- 
torious barbarian army which bad planted its 
guns at the gates of Pekin, and had named the 
hour of lOSsault 40 the crent'of . their demands 
being treatcdjWith the usual oriental procras 
tination. Yancouver Island is a now country, 
and would go ahead in every way as fast as 
possible. She wants a Parliament, but she 
thinks that illier representatives meet once in 
the year, if only instead of tnllsing a great 
deal, they did a great deal more, it would be 
none the worse, rather tho more to her nd- 
vanlago.

Onr 
witnes.scs, as those in Britain; follow o trade. 
Our special jurymen may in many cases be 
farmcr.s who have their farms to attend to, 
while tho members of the legal profession have 
quite as nmch work on their hands as they ean 
possibly perform without carrying their "blue- 
bags to a distant court-lioii.se. \Vc trust that 
this evil will not bo overlooked, but remedied 
as far possible by onr ropresentatitcs.

A Letter from the " Laat Debtor." 

A friend has laid before us a {IrlVato let- 
tor written by Mr. Thomas Gordon, the CaU* 
fornia debtor now confined in Ajilon's cell at 
the prison, from which wo are p^rmi'.tod to 
make e.ictracl.s. With tho logal <j<!»»«'l!ons 
involved in this. particular case, we feel that 
we have nothing to do, other than to repeal 
what we have ever urged, viz.: the ex- 
puuging from our statute book of tho obnox- 
ious and oppressive laws which at pre- 
sent e.\ist eonccining debtors. Mr. C!or- 
don may have the wealth of the Indies at 
b.is command, or may be as poor as a church 
:nouse ; he miiy have been correct and hon- 
■st in^^deulii^g^wilh; his fellowyman, or he 
nay liava be|^|he^Jjvbry.>everse^ , All this 
n nothipg ,to' U.S., . W.e only^ kub w^l'hal, |>av-, 
nsr been arrested here as'a^debtor, lie is en- 
I 1 to a debtor's treatment. This ho has a 
rigiit lo ciemand, and we are not a little sur- 
prised that his legal adviscrs.hayo not before 
insisted upon his removal froth' the "Impe- 
rial" palace which ho now occupies to the 
prison specially set apart for debtors. Here 
are the c.Nlracts alluded lo.

'vriter's situation ia jail is concerned, to our 
certain knowledge are not over-drawn in tho 
least :

i,»roniul, and beneath that Ihig tliat liiia braved a 
tliousund year.s the battle anil" the breeze, the bea- 
con lii;ht to the wronged and oppressed of every 
I land; that flag under wiiich I was burn— tliat flo.ita 
1 over tlie land that contains tlie ashes of my kin- 
1 ilrcd, anil the holy tem])le where I iirst learned to 
bow down in revercuco at tho name of the Father, 
the Son, and tlio Holy Ghost, and from I'ce pro- 
tection of which I have never yet severed myseU 
by oath of allegiance, or any other apt or 'obliga- 
tion. Although fifteen years in the United States of 
America, I iiin still a 13ritish subject, and I burn- 
for shame to tbiiitc tliat there is a law on the stat- 
ute book of Old Kngland that will place a man in 
the situation I am in to-diiy. I cannot, will not 
think there is one to keep nic so.

ncvrr seen or spoken to him or any one connected 
witli his paper ; therefore do I doubly appreciate 
his kiudue.-s, and I feci proud lo see that there is 
a paper in Victoria that tiaret raise its voice and 
wield its iiilluenco against an outrageous and op- 
]iressive act, whether it bo perpetrated against uio 
or any one else. » * *

Letter of Rt. Rev. Di-. Demers. 

Editor limrisn du.o.Msr :— I heg to he al- 
lowed a small ])laee in your columns in order 
to e.\plain my views on'tlio nature of my peti- 
tion to the Ciovcrument for assistance iu es- 
tablishing a school among tho Oowichaii 
tribes, and I think such an c.xjjlanatinn is 
called for by what was said duriii;,' the discus- 
sion that took place two days aj^o in the House 
of A.s.--enibly. The princ'ipal ohjection io 
grantin;,- my petition, us I iuul niitieipated, is 
that it would favor sectarian views. I have 
no ohjection to non-sectarian principles among 
the whites, i( they bo lairly carried out ; he- 
cause they are ahle, or siippo.sed to he able to 
support their own institutiuii.H, churches, clergy 
and .schools, though the contrary principles are 
known to e.vi.st in other liritisb Colonies, and 
work- very well. But 1 think the matter should 
bo considered in a different point o( view when 
the pniieiplo applies to the Indians. The Gov- 
crmneiil hujA their lands, to which I have no 
objection ; and whilst on tliis suljject, 1 may 
avail my-cir of the opiinrtuuity to assure ii 
certain I lonorable gentleman that the Indimis 
lian iwl liirii .y)„i!nl I,,/ the Roman Catholic 
J'ju:,U; relative te the .sale of their lands. Wo 
tell them that finally they shall have to come 
to terms with the Oovernment, i\nd part with 
their lands. I!iil here i.s the point to which 1 
beg to call the attention ol the Legislature 
and of all impartial men. Is not, then, the 
(ioveranicnt in justice bound to provide tho 
means of civilizing and educating them ? will 
it not give any .support and a.=sistaiiee to those 
that undertake the arduous but good work ? 
I eonle-s I .should be very much mistaken if it 
is not the intention ol the Home Government. 
.\tall events, it is n thing that can bo very 
easily ascertained. 

1 have been long among the Indians, 
possess their unlimitedj;ciii^V;nmenco' over 
ihcm, and if .sumo good has been aceom- 
plisheil among theiii, it has been Ilie f'ruil 
ol unremitting o.xartions and sacrifioes on 
my part and that of my clergy, considering 
ttie small means at my disposal. 

An.dher class of teacliet.i might have the 
means of dumg the work wiihont asking- 
public aid; but could they be forced, o" 
would 1 hey attempt to force themselves on 
the Indians? would it not infringe upon 
their natural right of choosing for them- 
selves and of givin- ihcir confidence to 
whom they please? would it not he inlrc- 
ducing .sectarian views ? 

As 10 ilie intended school at C'owiclian, 
which, m fact, as a trial, has nlrondy been 
commenced with very satisfaclnry success, 
It IS no more seohirian than our srhotds in 
Vjcloria, which arj opened to children uf 
all uenoniinations. 

Such are, Mr. Editor, in a fow wnids my 
views on the subject under discussion, and 
tjy laying them before the public, you will 
place under your obligation.

The Bute Inlet Explorers. 

From o Mr. Anderson, who firriveil the 
other day from Alcxaiulriii, wo };leaii Bonio 
ndJitiona! information concerning tlio Unto 
Inlet Bxplorers. One of llie Indians abun- 
doned tlie party before reaching Buto Inlet, 
anil another Indian tefuseJ to procoed on 
aucount of the swoUoii atate of Bute Kivcr. 
Mr. Teideman and four others were com- 
pelled to tow a large northern oanoe up Iho 
river, the banks vrete overflowed iti places. 
On reaching the oaiion, they met with no 
guidei^ ais expeotedj and in fording a stream 
Mr. Teideman was carried of his feet and 
nearly lost. AH his instruments were lost 
by this accident. All the" pifovisions were 
subsequently lojt, but the tent was secured. 
For funrteon days after losing the provisions 
the party subsidtcd on wild fruit an<I fii^h 
obtained from tiie Indian.<, who are numer- 
ous in the interior. On arriving at Bii; Lake 
a raft was constructed, and they pullod over 
it. A little beyond Chillcooteii a party of 
men from Bentinck Arm was met, aud they 
loo continued on to Ale.vuridriu. Our inform- 
ant conversed with Mr, Teideman (who is 
daily eipettoil here) i\ud he reported u fine 
natural pass throu{^h the Cascades fur a 
wagoli road. The party were all in good 
health. 

A Sad WitEfic. — Thomas tjinith, a grocer, 
carrying on business until very lately on 
Government street, mijoining tho Deluge 
engine house, and formerly a compounder 
of medicines, was Liouyht before IMr. I'ein- 
borton yesterday moniinj^, having been 
arrested the night previous by oHiuer Jones 
yrhile in.^Uie net of selling a bottle of gin to 
a; Flathead Indian. The accused, who ap- 
peareditO'.be in a deplorable stale, both in 
iaainili«nd .body, from a long continued and 
0xi:eiisiye indulgeuoe in strong drink, was 
placed in the dock, where he shook like a 
leaf while tho investigation was going on. 
Mr. Bishop appeared for the defence and 
admitted that his client had given the liquor 
to iho Indian, but said th:it ic was in conse- 
quence of an order nigiied by a person named 
rorlrminn. Tho order was not produced in 
court. Mr. Bi.ihop further stated that Smith 
bad been under iho inllnurico of lii[Uor for a 
considerable length of time, and had he 
bean in his right senses ho would never 
have committed the act. Tho olliner swore 
that Smith had been under the surveilaiice 
of tho. police fur a long time — he being no- 
'loriously engaged , in tho vile traffic— and 
;that,he' had been drunk fur two months past. 
The wretched prisoner, who seemed to have 
a spark or two of self respect still left in his 
composition, tremblingly denied the ofRoer's 
statement, but his denial had no effect on 
tho uiind of the magistrate, who, after re- 
marking upon the respeiilable connections 
and nntecedonts of the niiserablo man, son- 
teuced him to pay n fine of X'20 or go to the 
chaiu-gaiif for three months. Tho friends 
of the poor creature will probably p:iy the 
fine and save hiui from the disgrace of work- 
ing with felons. He has sunk very low, and, 
if a speedy reformation should not take 
place io :bi8 manners, may sink stili lower.

There 
are hundreds lierc now from the Provinces and 
Kastcrn States who would fain return homo if Ihey 
had the means of doing so. * * * It is only 
persons tfith plenty of money that can luccocJ. 
• • • Many arc leaving tho plaoe daily."
